CHICAGO^-Red meats have sta- 
bilized .in price, lower-cost lamb is 
added to the value list, poultry is a 
continuing value, weather ravished' 
produce Is higher, and economy 
minded homemakers can stretch the 
'food dollar by buying' processed 
fruits and vegetables. 

That in 'summary is the Chicago 
area retail food, picture that reflects 
in the weekly survey of wholesale 
and retail food costs by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois consumer service. 

In essence, the market is continu- 
ing in the pattern reported the pre- 
vious two weeks, with emphasis on 
'the worsening fresh produce situ- 
ation coming on the heels of a new 
round of devastating weather, in 
the south. It is believed that the 
salvation how to high priced, scarce 
and questionable "quality produce 
will Joe an early spring in northern 
growing regions. 

The current week shows, however, 
a representative list of relative 
food values, everything considered, 
with meats offering a fairly wide 
bargain selection this pre-Lenten 
week.' 

Lamb, particularly forequarter 
sections, is down at all levels of the 
market. Beef is steady at the lower 
prices reported last week. Pork is 
firm but not cheap. Poultry is 
steady, with backlogs building up 
for fryers. Eggs are steady this 
week but heading into an upturn 
for Lent in anticipation of higher 
consumer demand. 

Staple-item potatoes and onions 
joined in the price advances of the 
so-called tender, leafy produce 
items hit by the. freeze. 

The value list for the week end- 
ing Feb. 15 includes the following 
considerations: 

Meats — Round, sirloin and por- 
terhouse steaks, lamb shoulder 
roasts, pork chops, bacon, frankfur- 
ters; poultry — fryers, stewing hens, 
turkey, mixed medium size eggs; 
produce — carrots, broccoli, lettuce, 
avocados, grapefruit, Emperor 
grapes, bananas. 

A menu special might be frank- 
furters and sauerkraut, since the 
week has been designated for this 
favorite. " 

The impact of weather on fresh 
produce can be seen in two or three 
examples of wholesale prices, the 
pattern involving most southern 
grown crops. Tomatoes, ranging 
widely in quality, show a wholesale 
price of 25c per pound, which could 
translate out at a typical 49c per 
pound retail. Top quality would be 
higher. Wholesale snap beans 
bring $15 per crate, or 50c a pound 
for average, $21 a crate for top 
quality and about impossible to 
buy. A typical market price would 
be in the neighborhood of $3 per 
crate. Cabbage, another good in- 
dicator, jumped a dollar last Friday 
to $3,75-$4.00 per 50-lb. crate, which 
is about 8c per pound wholesale — 
whereas 8-9c is a more seasonally 
expected retail price. 

The answer until a new crop re- 
plenishes &upply is for consumers 
to look at more stable priced 
canned and frozen fruits and vege- 
tables to achieve savings without 
restricting purchases in this de- 
partment.

Gas Company Breaks 
24 Hour Send-Out Record 



Northern Illinois, Gas Company's 
24-hour send-out record was broken 
on both Sunday and Monday (Feb. 
9 and 10) during, current cold wave. 

The former record of 461 million 
cubic feet of • gas used during a 
nopn-to-noon period on , January 17, 
1957, first was exceeded on Feb. 9 
by about six million cubic feet, and 
the newest peak came Feb. 10, as 
485 million cubic feet was used by 
the utility's approximate 600,000 
customers. This includes about 
247,000 who heat their homes with 
gas, approximately 18,000 more than 
when the 1957 record was estab- 
lished. 

According to E. p. Sheehan. vice- 
president in charge of operations, 
the utility used its daily pipeline 
supply as of about 350 million cubic 
feet during both record-breaking 
periods as. well as approximately 111 
million cubic feet the first day, and 
132 million the second, from the 
Herscher underground storage res- 
ervoir. In addition, the company 
used its own gas-making facilities 
to help meet the record demands. 



Heat Demand Meter 
' Proves-This Winter 
Colder Than 1956-57 



It shouldn't take .much argument 
to convince the public that this win- 
ter is colder than last winter, but in 
event there is doubt, W. V. Lahti, 
local oil dealer has figures to prove 
it. 

Lahti has joint ownership of a 
Heat Demand Meter at Fox Lake 
which not enly records the temper- 
ature but records the demand for 
heat in an average home in this 
area, " 

Housed to simulate the protection 
of the average home, the instru- 
ments record the effect of the sun's 
rays, cloudiness, and windiness on 
the effort to heat a dwelling. 

Lahti said that as of Feb. 11 the, 
degrees of heaf demanded this win- 
ter was 4,500 in contrast to 4,310 
needed by the same date last year. 

The temperature was much cold- 
er by Jan. 15, but during the last 
two weeks of January the warm 
weather brought the heat degree 
demand up to about equal. The rec- 
ord at the end of January was 3,937 
this year in contrast to 3,927 last 
year. . ■ 

Zero weather, in the past week 
has increased the demand quite a 
bit, and it would have ti&h more 
had there not been sunshine and low 
wind velocity. 

The total for Antioch is about 300 
degrees more than Chicago each 
year.
